SCHOOL REPORT. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


Every term of school, with the exception of one, has been 
visited by your committee twice : once near its commencement 
and once atitsclose. Generally, competent teachers have been 
employed but our schools have been too short for the pupils to 
realize much benefit. What can be expected from a school of 
only four or five weeks? The teacher and scholars scarcely 
become acquainted and but just get to work; yet many of 
our districts, on account of funds, have been obliged to put 
up with four or five weeks. Such short terms are almost 
worthless aud the money of the district had better be kept in 
the town treasury until a sufficient amount accumulates to 
secure the services of teachers for terms of medium length. 
Our citizens at the last annual election voted $100 for the 
purpose of defraying the expenses of a fall term of high 
school at the Centre, and the act certainly was a commenda- 
ble one and productive of much good. ‘The school was under 
the charge of Miss Emma J. Cowell, of Lebanon, Maine, an 
efficient teacher, who knowing her duty was willing to  per- 
form it. At the closeing examination the citizens of the town 
to the number of about fifty testified their interest by be- 
ing present and were loud io their praise of the general con- 
duct and progress ot the pupils. While we would look with 
favor upon an anoual appropriation for high school purposes, 
we would most earnestly, in behalf of the pupils of the various 
districts, ask that a like appropriation may be made and divi- 
ded among the several districts in order to so lengthen the 
schools that they may become of some profit to the pupils. 
If we cannot have but one appropriation let that one be -in 
the interest of the district schools. The average length of 
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the summer terms scarcely exceeded six weeks, while those 
of the winter terms not quite seven. How much real good 
can be accomplished, even with the best of teachers, in a term 
of six or seven weeks? It is to the district schools that we 
must look for those instructions which are to lay the .founda- 
tion for future development. Let us see to itthen that the 
younger pupils havea fair chance, for upon them must 
in years to come, depend the prosperity of our town. 

The subject of text-books has not escaped the attention of 
your committee and the change, in some of the branches, in- 
augurated by my predecessor has been carried forward ; but to 
say that a complete change and a perfect system of text-books 
should be adopted, is but to give expression to a conviction 
that has been forced npon us during our recent connection 
with the schools. Much valuable time is lost by a multiplic- 
ity of text-books in the same branches of study, which in- 
creases the number of classes to the detriment of the schvol. 
There should be some better means adopted by which this evil 
may wholly be done away with, and if the demand is made we 
trust that all good citizens who have the interest of our com- 
mon schools at heart will willingly acquiesce, 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 
JOHN ELuis, Prudential Committee. 


Both Summer and Winter Terms were under the instruc- 
tion of the same teacher, Miss Alice J. Sawyer, of Peterbor- 
ough. This was Miss Sawyer’s first attempt at teaching, and 
as such, was a decided success. By her quiet, yet earnest 
spirit, she at once won the confidence of her pupils and their 
labors were crowned with success. The scholars of this dis- 
trict having had the advantage of an excellent Fall term at 
the Academy were prepared to enter the Winter term under 
circumstances most favorable, and the result at the closing ex- 
amination showed that they had not allowed the advantages to 
pass unimproved. Both terms were-excellent.

DISTRICT NO. 2. 


RopNEY J. BINGHAM, Prudential Committee. 


Summer Term taught by Miss Ida A. Putney, of this town. 
Miss Putney has taught several terms in this district before, 
and her re-engagement for this term shows that the district is 
satisfied with her services. The term, aithough short, was a 
profitable one. 

Winter ‘Term was taught by Ned D. Webber, of Hillsbo- 
rough. Mr. Webber is a young teacher, well qualified to in- 
struct, and no doubt labored hard for the good of his little 
flock, but the interruption by non-attendance and tardiness 
greatly interfered with the progress of the school. At the 
closing examination some of the classes ranked well. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 
ALBERT E. Bow Lés, Prudential Committee. 


The Summer and Winter Terms were both taught by the 
same teacher, Miss Mary E. Newton, of Henniker. This was 
one of the largest and most advanced schools in town, and the 
committee was very fortunate in securing the services of Miss 
Newton for both terms. Good order was maintained and 
good progress was made in all the studies. The scholars made 
a good showing at the closing examination. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 
Hrram K. Crouacu, Prudential Committee. 


Summer Term taught by Miss Eliza J. Downes, of Frances- 
town. Miss Downes is an energetic, earnest, hard working 
teacher, and considering the briefness of the term, good re- 
sults were obtained. 

Winter Term was taught by W. F. Pettee, of Francestown. 
This was Mr. Pettee’s first school. The term was a short one, 
being only six weeks, and much of the time was lost by non- 
attendance.
